That the Republick fhould take upon her to be a 
Guarantee, that her King fhall for the future main- 
tain the Treaties that thall be made; and thall com- 
mit no Hoftitities againft the Crown of Sweden, nor 
againft any other neighbouring Potentate. 3. That 
in Cafe the King of Poland thould begin a War on 
Sweden, the Republick fhall not only oppofe ic, but 
joyn with the Swedes opuint him. 4. And that all 
thofe Perfons whom his Swedifh Majefty -fhall nomi- 
nate, fhould be reeftablith’d in the quiet Poffeffion of 
their Eftates and Dignities. The Forreign Minifters 
have demanded of the King of Sweden, that fome of 
them might be allow’d to atrend his Majefty, in his
